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PCC plans first 
‘Police Academy’

THE Police and Crime 
Commissioner is set to turn 
police headquarters into a 
school. 

Adam Simmonds 

announced when he was 
elected last November that he 
was wanted to move 
Northamptonshire Police out 
of the historic Wootton Hall 
site and the Herald & Post can 
exclusively reveal this week 
his plans to create a University 
Technical College (UTC) in its 
place. 

It is thought it would be the 
first learning centre of its 
kind. 

He envisions the school will 
be open in September 2015 
with fundraising for the pro¬ 
ject starting as soon as possi¬ 
ble. 

Mr Simmonds has consulted 
with more than 2,500 police 
staff about his vision and the 
‘legacy’ it would create. 

He is in early talks with the 
Government’s Department 
for Education. 

And he still hopes police 
headquarters will soon be 
located in the town centre, 
preferably within 

Northamptonshire County 
Council’s £43 million Project 
Angel site. 

The UTC would be aimed at 
‘prevention and early inter-

vention’ and would cater for 
about 500 14-18 year olds from 
across the county, not just in 
Northampton. 

Students would study all the 
usual subjects but there 
would be an emphasis on 
public service with pupils 
being able to train in the 
emergency services. 

He said: “We need to get into 
schools early. 

“We all know there is a 
need for more schools in 
Northamptonshire 
and one day I just 
said why don’t we 
open our own 
school on this site, 
in these buildings, 
bring it up to spec 
and make it a bit 
more modern and we 
can use these 


beautiful grounds. There 
would be a specialism around 
public service; it would not be 
for problem kids. 

“They would study the blue 
light services, fire, police, 
while also being taught poli¬ 
tics and how to stand up and 
give a speech. 

“It would give them a path 
into the civil service, proba¬ 
tion or our police force.” 

He added: “The aspiration is 
that in 20-25 years there will 
be a generation in this county 
with a completely different 
attitude. 

“There is a great quote from 
Victor Hugo which is along 
the lines of ‘He who opens a 
school door, closes a prison’, 
and that is what I aspire to. 

“I want this place to change 
kids’ lives. Legacy is really 
important to me.” 

While police staff may not 
be able to immediately move 
into a ‘new HQ’, Mr Simmonds 
said they would work from 
different stations in the 
meantime. 

A Trust for the school 
will soon be created 
and Mr Simmonds 
would be on the 
Board of 

Governors. 

Wootton Hall 
and its grounds 
would then be 
handed over to the 
Trust.

Uni campus plans 
revealed to public

DETAILED plans of 
the proposed £330 
million university 
campus in the town 
centre have been 
revealed. 

The University of 
Northampton is look¬ 
ing to relocate to land 
off Nunn Mills Road. 

It would see a new 
road and bridge built 
from Bedford Road 
and a pathway from 
the back of the devel¬ 
opment to Delapre 
Abbey. 

It is hoped a plan¬ 
ning application will 
be submitted at the 
end of next month 
and that initial 
groundwork could 
start on the site next 
year. 

The University aims 
to open the campus 
in September 2018. 

Vice Chancellor 
Nick Petford told a 
packed VIP event on 
Tuesday that they 
plan to sell the Park 
and Avenue 

Campuses.

Professor Petford 
added: “This is one 
possibility for the 
future. 

“It absolutely has to 
be something that 
will bring us into the 
local community. We 
will not be closed off, 
we will open our 
arms. 

“It will give us and 
the town a link to 
Delapre Abbey and 
that is part of what we 
want to achieve.” 

Money for the pro¬ 
ject would be raised 


through the private 
sector and has been 
underwritten by the 
Treasury. 

He said: “The 
University already 
brings in £354 million 
for the local econo¬ 
my.” 

The University will 
be holding two public 
consultation events. 

One this afternoon 
from 4-8pm at The 
Old White Hart Public 
House, Far Cotton 
and another on June 
15 at the Grosvenor 


Centre, 

Northampton from 
llam-3pm.

Improvements to high street are now complete 


A £60,000 project to improve 
Northampton town centre 
has been completed this 
week. 

The work has included 
planting silver birch trees in 
new planters, replacing worn 
out bins and replacing octag¬ 
onal benches. 

It has also included remov¬ 
ing bollards which are no 
longer in use and replacing 
the steel grilles around the 
bottom of trees with new 
breathable and porous mate¬ 
rial that will not trap litter 


and be easier to clean. 

Northampton Borough 
Council has invested 
£50,000, which has been 
topped up by an extra 
£10,000 from the 
Northampton Town Centre 
Business Improvement 
District (BID). 

Work started on the project 
in March and it is hoped that 
it will create a ‘better envi¬ 
ronment’ for business and 
visitors to Northampton. 

Councillor David 
Mackintosh, leader of 


Northampton Borough 
Council, said: “These past 
few years have been a tough 
time for every high street 
and improving our town will 
help make the environment 
a more attractive place for 
visitors to relax and shop. 

“The changes aren’t drastic 
but simple improvements 
can help make a big differ¬ 
ence to the environment so 
that the town will look its 
best for the great events we 
have planned in the sum¬ 
mer.” 


Council to outline 
alcohol ban plan

A PLAN to ban the sale of 
alcohol between 3-6am in the 
town centre is to be put to 
council. 

The Licensing Committee is 
recommending that the ‘lei¬ 
sure zone’ in the town centre 
would be subject to the Early 
Morning Restriction Order 
(EMRO). 

It would encompass the 
town centre and 
Wellingborough Road and 
affect 25 businesses including 
pubs, clubs and casinos. 

There are 35 business in 
Northampton which are 
licensed to sell alcohol after 
3am. 

Data given by 

Northamptonshire Police 
shows that in that area Anti- 
Social Behaviour is increasing 
and ‘remaining high’ until 
5am on weekends. 

Initial feedback from busi¬ 
nesses and individuals shows 
there is slightly more favour 
for the plan than those 
against. 

Many of the businesses are 
against the proposals as they 
say it would pose a threat to 
their viability and could result 
in closures. 

One person, who said he was 
19 years old, wrote: ‘If any-

thing it will cause more crime 
(in the area of burglary etc) as 
there will be nothing my age 
to do.’ He added it would be 
‘the biggest mistake’ the 
council made. 

While another person said: ‘I 
would like these imposed o 
Bridge Street... which thanks 
to large numbers of people 
binge drinking has now 
become a no-go area at night.’ 

On Tuesday the committee 
will consider whether or not 
to launch a formal consulta¬ 
tion on proposals to introduce 
an EMRO. 

EMROs are designed to tack¬ 
le ongoing problems such as 
high levels of crime or anti¬ 
social behaviour related to 
alcohol at particular times 


during the late night and early 
morning. 

Cllr David Mackintosh, lead¬ 
er of Northampton Borough 
Council, said: “We are work¬ 
ing hard to transform 
Northampton into a thriving 
and prosperous town and that 
also means having a vibrant 
night time economy. 

“But we need a night time 
economy that is safe and com¬ 
fortable for people to visit, so 
we are interested in the idea of 
an EMRO and the impact it 
could have on creating a safer, 
more pleasant environment 
in Northampton and promot¬ 
ing the licensing objectives.” 

Any proposed changes are 
looking to be introduced in 
November.

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Cloning could be 
key to car thefts

CLONED keys have been used 
to steal high performance 
cars from villages in the 
county. 

Police are investigating the 
theft of four BMW cars from 
Wollaston, Bozeat, Great 
Doddington and Earls Barton. 

The vehicles stolen are all 
relatively new BMWs, and all 
have been stolen without car 
keys, over night. 

PC Peter Littleton from Earls 
Barton police station said: 
“Two cars were taken over 
between June 6 - 7 and two 
over night on June 9 - 10. 

“It would suggest they got 
into the car without breaking 
the glass. 

“This was a hi-tech crime 
and was probably done by 
electronic cloned keys. 

“This is no great secret BMW 
has had a problem with this 
across the country. 


“There is a software which 
can be used to remedy this 
situation. 

“The cars which seem to be 
affected are those made 
between 2006 - 2012. 

“What were taken were M 
class and all high perfor¬ 
mance cars. 

“What I would say is if peo¬ 
ple have any concerns they 
should contact BMW 

“We have extra patrols out in 
the area. 

“I have been doing shifts 
from noon to 4.30am. 

“If we get a call when we are 
out in the vicinity our 
response time will be 
quicker. 

“We are stopping 
BMW’s which we 
see out during the 
early hours of the 
morning. 

“We are also hav¬ 
ing stop checks for 
any other vehicle to 


see who is in them. 

“These additional stop 
checks will prove important 
as we are covering such a 
large area.” 

Police are issuing the follow¬ 
ing advice: 

- Keep your vehicle locked 
and secure. 

- Use a garage or driveway if 
you have one. If you have 
more than one vehicle and 
only one space - park your 
BMW in the space. 

- Consider the use of 
mechanical immobilisers, 
such as steering wheel locks. 

- If you have more 
than one vehicle, 
block your BMW 
in. 

Contact us 
immediately if 
you witness 
anyone loitering 
around your 
vehicle or acting 
suspiciously.

Remembering the town’s fallen 

AT 2pm on Sunday, June 23, alongside a ser¬ 
vice to remember the ending of the Korean 
War in 1953, a new memorial plaque 
recording 39 young men of 
Northampton who have died serving 
with the Armed Forces on active 
duty or through terrorism since the 
ending of the Second World War in 
1945 will take place. 

The service at the borough war 
memorial in Abington Square will 
see each of the 39 names read out in 
remembrance of their ultimate sac¬ 
rifice, and, that importantly, they repre¬ 
sent someone who was born, lived in or 
came to Northampton, and that they left fam¬ 
ily and friends behind. 

The new plaque will list their names by year; 
from the first casualty in 1947 to the latest in 
2008. It is a fitting location as they will join 
the names of 2,864 men and women from 
World War One (1914-1919), and a further 702 
from Second World War (1939-1945) from the 
borough who are recorded here. 

The Northampton Branch of the Royal 
British Legion along with the borough council 
extend their warmest invitation to all mem¬ 
bers of the public who wish to attend this 
open air service. 

In particular we would be delighted to wel¬ 
come the family and friends of the men we 
will remember on this day, as well as ah serv¬ 
ing members of the Armed Forces and veter¬ 
ans of ah the many campaigns and operations 
since 1945. 

On behalf of the Northampton Royal British 
Legion I express my sincere thanks to the bor¬ 
ough council who have been extremely sup¬ 


portive in organising the carving and fitting of 
the new plaque. 

We are also grateful for their assistance in 
arranging for the closure of the roads around 
the memorial, and thank the people of 
Northampton for their understanding as we 
are mindful this will create some congestion 
in other parts of the town’s road network.

Unsung story of 
hoarder hetaers

IN the past fewyears ‘hoard¬ 
ing’ and the people who do 
so have entered the public 
eye, but rarely do those 
helping them make the 
spotlight. 

East Northamptonshire 
Council receive about ten 
complaints about potential 
‘hoarders’ a year and inves¬ 


tigate around three or four 
cases. 

Last month, Laurence who 
lives in Higham Lerrers, 
appeared on a BBC One doc¬ 
umentary about his struggle 
with hoarding, and Palden 
Dorje, environmental pro¬ 
tection officer, explained 
how people can get into sim¬ 
ilar situations. 

She said: “Sometimes peo¬ 
ple can lose sight of what is 


in front of them and it gets 
out of control while with 
others it stems from OCD.” 

To get into a house to do a 
clearance, the council first 
needs to get an order under 
the Public Health Act 1936. 

It can be a long process 
before officers can get in and 
help and even after helping 
them clear, people like 
Palden will stop by to check 
up on a situation.

Environmental protection 
manager Jenny Walker 
described how the council 
becomes aware of cases. 

She said: “We are alerted by 
various different agencies, it 
can be the emergency ser¬ 
vices, paramedics, or social 
services, or in the case of 
Laurence, people who refer 
themselves.” 

She added: “Most people 
don’t ever really seem to 


understand what it means to 
be a hoarder. People just 
assume others are lazy.” 

Palden said: “It says a lot 
about the way the world 
these days. People don’t 
think to ask their neighbour 
if they are ok, just ring the 
council to complain and get 
frustrated when we can’t just 
march in there. 

“It’s not as simple as get¬ 
ting rid of things, we need to 


work together to help them 
deal with the underlying 
problems so it doesn’t keep 
coming back.” 

The pair clearly have seen 
some sights in their time. 

Jenny said: “When new 
people come on the jobs 
with us they are shocked by 
what they see.” 

While Palden added: 
“Nothing really surprises me 
anymore.”

This week's test drive 


The Audi A6 Hybrid is one of those cars that looks 
good, drives well and seems an interesting left-field 
choice. It’s only when you start looking at it in 
relation to other cars for sale that the whole edifice 
rather falls down. At around £44,000, it’s certainly 
not cheap and for quite a few thousand pounds 
less, you could buy an A6 that’s quicker, cleaner and 
more economical if you opted for a diesel. 

It’s undoubtedly a very smooth thing, the Audi 
2.0-litre TFSI petrol engine, and in this guise it’s 
mated to a 53bhp electric motor, which results in a 
combined 242bhp. It’ll reach 62mph in 7.5secs and 
keep going to I49mph. The A6 Hybrid can run in 
full electric mode but the batteries will have done 
their all in a couple of very gentle miles. Still, the 
car smears smoothly between petrol and electric 
modes and the brakes are particularly good. 

Most buyers who are looking at hybrid cars will be 
acutely aware of cost of ownership figures and it’s 
here that the A6 Hybrid faces a really tough test. 

It manages 45.6mpg and emits I49g/km of carbon 
dioxide. That’s beaten by the A6 3.0 TDI diesel 
with its 55.4mpg and 133g/km, which will also save 
you a few grand on the upfront purchase price. But 
that car’s noisier and runs on pricier fuel.

Still work to do for 
county chief Kevin

EVEN chief executive Kevin 
Shoemake concedes most visitors 
to the Northamptonshire FA’s 
headquarters on Moulton Park 
are there as the result of having to 
face some sort of disciplinary 
hearing. 

I am not here for a disciplinary 
hearing. I am here to speak to the 
man at the top of the county’s gov¬ 
erning body about transitioning 
from professional goalkeeper to 
football administrator. It just so 
happens, however, that our meet¬ 
ing is in the very room such hear¬ 
ings take place. 

The perception of County head¬ 
quarters being a negative place to 
go is one Shoemake is keen to 
change. Use of the word “custom¬ 
ers” and talk of marketability jar 
with many when it comes to foot¬ 
ball, but in this case it is under¬ 
standable. 

“I said at my interview, one of the 
first jobs was we had to have a 
more marketable approach 
because I felt, and still feel, there is 
a distinct lack of knowledge about 
what a County FA does, where we 
are, who we are, and what we can 
do and offer,” said Shoemake. 

“I’d like to think we have been 
more customer-focussed, we listen 


more and we have an open-door 
policy. We get out there more, we 
don’t set mandatory meetings. In 
the past, a lot of people have been 
forced to go to places to hear about 
a certain thing, go away and if they 
don’t turn up they get hit with a £20 
fine. 

“It’s not my ethos, it’s not the 
team’s ethos and if we can entice 
people there because it is a good 
story, if they don’t attend and get 
something wrong because of it, 
they’ll suffer some consequences, 
usually a financial consequence, 
as a result of that.” 

Few have taken the path followed 
by Shoemake from the playing 
ranks to being heavily involved in 
the governance side - UEFA 
President Michel Platini being the 
obvious exception - but it is per¬ 
haps not surprising given his back¬ 
ground. 

He was born in his parents’ pub 
in the Essex town of Wickford and 
by the age of 20 had also been run¬ 
ning a sports shop, thereby already 
doing the two cliche professions of 
retired ex-pros, for West Ham 
United’s FA Cup winning goal¬ 
keeper and close friend, Mervyn 
Day. 

Shoemake continued to work 
throughout a near-two decade long 
playing career which included 
stops at Peterborough United, 
Rushden & Diamonds and two 
spells with Kettering Town, doing 
jobs from roofing to carpet fitting 
during the off-season to get a feel 


for business. 

After hanging up his gloves, he 
worked at the Chartered 
Management Institute and then 
Charters Institute of Logistics in 
Corby. Then in 2011 he was 
appointed chief executive of the 
Northants FA, but there were still 
aspects his extensive playing 
career and business background 
could not prepare him for. 

“It has been a steep learning 
curve and a long learning curve,” 
said Shoemake. “You play at and 
coach at a level where you don’t see 
80 per cent of the activity of grass¬ 
roots football and you make loads 
of assumptions. 

“Most senior pros turn up an 
hour before kick-off and your kit is 
all laid out, you turn up, play the 
game and get a wage packet at the 
end of the month and interact as 
much as you can - some players 
more than others - with the specta¬ 
tors. That’s your involvement. 

“I must admit, when I took the 
role on I thought I knew 80 per cent 
of football activity, but in actual 
fact it was 20 per cent. It’s up to 
about 60 now, so it has been a very 
interesting time and the amount of 
information, football and the 
amount of people involved in it is 
astronomical.” 

Having played for three of the 
teams which come under the 
Northants FA’s sphere - “With my 
surname, I’m always surprised 
Northampton, with their nick¬ 
name [the Cobblers], never signed 


me,” Shoemake jokes - the 48-year- 
old has an affinity for football in 
the county. 

He is saddened to see the demise 
of Rushden & Diamonds, who have 
subsequently reformed in the 
United Counties League, and the 
ongoing turmoil at Kettering Town, 
but believes there must be change 
at the top to prevent this recurring. 

“I think the FA have got to look at 
themselves if I’m being brutally 
honest,” said Shoemake, who 
wants to see a more structured 
approach to club ownership. 

“Are they getting it right to ensure 
the people at the top of the clubs 
are the right people? Have they got 
the right qualifications? Have they 
got the right heart and spirit to do 
it for football? 

“Thankfully, Kettering are just 
still going, but you only get a peri¬ 
od of time to leave a legacy before 
letting go to someone else. To see it 
go as quickly as it has done, and 
Diamonds to go all together, it is a 
big shock to the community.” 

The summer months are no less 
hectic for Shoemake and his team, 
with preparations for the 2013-14 
season in full flow. He also aims to 
ensure a bright future for football. 

“It’s our national game,” said 
Shoemake. “We’ve got to grow it, 
develop it, we’ve got to improve it 
and help and support the people in 
it-players, coaches, referees - right 
throughout the game. If we can 
help the majority of those then we 
are doing our job.”

NATHAN Reeve has backed Far Cotton ABC 
duo Morgan Bosley and Edward Stokes to 
make more of an impact than he was able to in 
his appearance for England when they com¬ 
pete at the GB Junior Three Nations tomor¬ 
row. 

The Northampton professional became the 
first boxer from the club to be selected for the 
national team in 2008 when he was called up at 
late notice for an international clash with 
Wales. 

Reeve had been suffering with a bout of ill¬ 
ness less than a week before Far Cotton head 
coach John Daly got the call letting him know 
he had been selected, but despite that he was in 
no mood to turn down the chance to represent 
his country. 

“I remember it because the Norovirus was 
going around at the time,” said Reeve, who lost 
on points to future Great Britain Podium Squad 
member Joe Cordina. 

“I put in a good performance in the champi¬ 
onships, but then I got ill. Then John [Daly] got 
a call on the Tuesday saying I had been selected 
for the Friday. There was no chance I was going 
to turn down the opportunity and it was just 
great to be able to represent England. 

“It’s a big opportunity. I’ve seen the hard work 
Morgan and Edward put in down the gym, and 
they both deserve it.” 

Bosley and Stokes are the first Far Cotton box¬ 
ers to represent England since Reeve, and were 
chosen for the national team on the back of 
their performances in reaching the finals of 
this year’s ABAE Schools Championship and 
their showing at a recent training camp in 
Leeds. 

They are fighting in the 46kg and 44kg Class 
Three categories respectively, joining their 
English team mates to face the best boxers 
from Wales and Scotland at Warrington’s 
Orford Jubilee Hub.
